' the Baltic states, and as Japan has 


set up hers in dhina, it would be 


^ hard for the United States to think 
"i of the French islands in America as 


still belonging to the same France. 
Such a change migrit constitute a 
transfer from one European power to 
another hi as real a sense as if 
the islands had passed to Germany.

scale where hundreds of thousands of 
lives are affected, and whole com- 
munities, and even countries, of in- 
nocent people are going down with

As of old, we meet the problem 


with vain questionings and with vain 
philosophies. "Why does God permit 
war?" men ask. A woman is reported 
as saying thai if the Germans swepl 
over peaceful Holland, she would lose 
her faith- in God". It is things of this 
sort thai emphasize Ihe problem which 
was present to the writer of tlie Book 
ot Job, and the problem which is em- 
phasized in our lesson which deals 
with Job's temptation to doubt God's 
goodness. 
, We should remember that the Book 
of Job is a poem, a drama, in which 
the questionings and answers 
are 


(brought out through the""action and 
discussion between the personalities. 
We are not reading the accounl of 
something that actually took place, 
although we are reading a poet's con- 
ception of what does really happen 
in some form in life. 


The problem that Job confronted 


confronts every thoughtful individual. 
If he is personally assailed by similar 
afflictions, he is bound to have Job's 
questionings, and he will be fortunate 
if he does not have Job's doubts. If 
he is free from personal 
affliction, 


he must surely be blind to the suf- 
ferings of his fellowmen, and especially 
to what innocdnt people undergo of 
tragedy, if he is not moved to con- 
sider the problem of evil and the pro- 
blem of pain. 
_lt is perhaps worth while to note 
that Job never found any real solut- 
ion to this problem. What he did at- 
tain was an atlitude of faith that en- 
abled him to say, "Though He slay 
me, yet will I trust Him." It is doubt- 
ful whether there is any solution oth- 
er than the solution of faith. It was 
in something of Job's spirit that Christ 
cried in His agony in the garden, 
father, if it be possible, let the cup 
pass." Yet, His supreme concern was 
that the will of God should be done 
and He went to the Cross in the 
courage of faith, believing that it was 
Gods way. 


The mystery of suffering has never 


been made plain, and tlie solutions 
that modern optimists offer those in 
affliction are not much more satis- 
factory than those offered Job of old 


What does help us is tlie realizat- 


ion tliat men and women who have 
suffered greatly have lived lives of 
great usefulness and helpfulness to- 
ward others, and that even where

Sheerness, Plymouth and Portsmouth 
These included: 


Two batlleships; Iwo lighl cruisers; 


a number of submarines including UK 
2,880-ton Surcouf, Hie world's largesl 
eight destroyers and 200 mine-sweep 
ing and anti-submarine craft. 


At Alexandria, Egypt, Ihe Brilisl 


seized conlrol of a French battleship 
four French cruisers and several smal 
ler ships—vessels that only a feu 
hours before had joined the Britis 
in fighting off an Italian air raid. 


French Fleet Reduced 


Thus, it appeared that only one ac 


tive captial ship was lefl lo France 
Presumably this was the Dunkerque 
which with some smaller ships fie 
from Oran for Toulon. Churchill sai 
that mighty vessel would be out of act 
tion for months, crippled by one Bri 
lish lorpedo.

Governor and Acting Governor shall 
be ineligible for appointment to fill 
any vacancies occurring or any office 
or position created, and resignation

Husbands and wives of such officers, 
and relatives of such officers, or of 
their husbands and wives wi thin-* the 
fourth degree of consanguinity or 
affinity, shall likewise be ineligible. 


Section 4. No person holding office 


contrary; to this amendment shall be 
>paid any compensation for his services. 
Any warrant, voucher or evidence

Section 5. The appointee shall serve 


during the entire unexpired term in 


' the office in which the vacancy oc- 


curs if such office would in regular

U such office would not in regular 
course be filled at such next general 
«ection"the vacancy shall be filled as 
follows: At the next general election, 
jt the vacancy.occurs four months or 
more prior thereto, and at the second 
general election after the vacancy

: election'after it occurs. The person so 
elected shall take office on the 1st 
day of January following his election.
